Report  of  the  Sister  in  Charge 


The  record  of  the  past  fourteen  months  from  November  1st, 
1918  to  January  1st,  1920,  shows  rather  an  uneventful  period 
in  our  history,  with  only  the  one  predominating  thought  of 
ECONOMY ,  and  yet  while  we  hear  in  every  direction  of 
“drives”  for  millions  of  dollars  for  Red  Cross,  Harvard,  YD 
Club  Houses,  and  what  not,  we  are  contenting  ourselves  with 
begging  for  just  an  extra  $1,000.00  for  necessary  repairs  with¬ 
out  and  within  the  House.  That  our  mortgage  and  debt  on  131 
Highland  Street  has  been  paid  in  full  is  a  matter  for  deep 
thankfulness,  but  now  we  must  at  once  begin  some  necessary 
repairs  if  we  want  to  keep  in  line  with  present  'day  require¬ 
ments.  Our  front  piazza,  though  it  stands  on  eight  legs  and 
ought  to  be  self-supporting,  is  crumbling  with  age  and  decay, 
and  the  twenty-six  steps  which  lead  up  to  our  front  door  and 
with  its  “worn  doorstep”  must  soon  be  renewed  or  the  journey 
up  may  be  fraught  with  danger  to  life  and  limb.  The  grass 
sadly  needs  fertilizing,  and  fresh  seed,  a  bushel  or  two  is  none 
too  muchf  and  the  trees  and  bushes  need  pruning  for  the 
branches,  and  nourishment  for  the  roots,  but  as  the  old  Western 
farmers  say,  “When  you  touch  earth,  you  touch  much  money.” 
And  within  the  House  fresh  paint  is  needed  in  many  a  nook 
and  corner,  and  our  furnishings  of  sheets  and  pillow  cases, 
spreads  and  table  covers,  nightgowns  and  stockings,  washable 
dresses  and  white  aprons,  are  all  at  the  vanishing  point ;  our 
store  room  shelves  looking  gaunt  and  empty,  and  our  kitchen 
and  housemaid’s  closets  are  closely  resembling  Old  Mother 

Hubbard’s  cupboard.  Only  a  long  suffering  cook  and  a  sympa- 
» 

thetic  housemaid  could  endure  them  at  all. 

Last  spring  Mrs.  Frederick  W.  Thayer,  our  much  esteemed 
President  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Association,  wrote  such  a  convinc- 
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in g  letter  on  our  behalf  to  Mr.  Charles  E.  Rogerson,  President 
of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  Inc.,  that  after  careful  inves¬ 
tigation  as  to  our  needs  and  financial  condition,  the  Committee 
voted  us  a  gift  of  $1,000.00  “to  be  used  for  general  purposes” 
“the  sum  to  be  remitted  in  four  equal  quarterly  payments,  in 
July,  October,  January,  April”  so  that  at  this  writing  we  still 
have  half  the  amount  in  anticipation.  Our  early  summer 
months  were  times  of  continued  anxiety,  but  the  gift  came 
when  most  needed  and  seemed  indeed  “a  God-send.”  Other 
friends  have  been  correspondingly  kind.  A  group  of 
young  colored  girls,  “The  Junior  Charity  Club,”  gave 
a  dance  for  our  benefit  which  netted  the  generous  sum  of 
$80.00,  and  still  another  gift  of  $50.00,  part  of  the  surplus, 
left  over  in  the  hands  of  “the  Committee  of  Citizens  of  Greater 
Boston”  appointed  to  finance  the  welcoming  and  entertaining 
of  the  Conference  of  Trained  Colored  Nurses,  held  here  in 
October,  was  gladly  received  and  found  its  way  into  our  “gen¬ 
eral  expense  fund.”  We  would  like  to  keep  these  special  gifts 
for  special  needs,  but  until  our  assured  income  becomes  more 
sustaining,  this  is  impossible,  for  food  and  firing,  and  the 
necessary  care  of  our  patients,  are  stated  needs  which  must 
first  be  supplied. 

The  monthly  allowance  of  $150.00  from  the  Ladies  Aid  As¬ 
sociation  never  fails  to  appear  on  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
and  this  together  with  board  money  from  those  of  our  patients 
who  can  pay  “a  little  something,”  and  contributions  from  our 
friends  from  everywhere  whose  names  appear  on  our  lists  of 
annual  subscriptions  and  donations,  make  up  our  budget  of 
dollars  for  the  year.  The  Endowment  Fund  which  should  yield 
income,  has  never  had  a  chance  to  grow,  being  so  ill  nourished 
because  of  our  pressing  every  day  expenses. 

We  have  told  you  of  our  needs  and  of  our  avenues  of  re¬ 
source  to  meet  these  needs,  and  may  we  anticipate  for  the 
coming  year  a  more  generous  response  to  our  appeal?  “For 
the  poor  shall  never  cease  out  of  the  Land  therefore  I  command 
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thee  saying  Thou  shalt  open  thine  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother, 
to  thy  poor,  and  to  thy  needy  in  thy  land.” 

Our  patients  this  year  have  numbered  sixty-six,  many  of 
whom  have  made  only  a  short  stay  with  us,  returning  in  most 
part  to  their  work  or  to  their  homes.  Dear  Aunt  Fanny  is 
still  knitting  socks  and  being  happy  and  cheerful,  though  she 
did  grieve  sadly  for  the  loss  of  her  “Baby  Brother”  aged 
ninety-six  who  died  this  past  summer.  Old  Betty  Cottrell 
who  has  been  with  us  for  over  eleven  years,  and  was  long  past 
her  threescore  and  ten,  left  us  for  the  Better  Country,  just 
quickly  falling  asleep  at  the  time  of  the  gathering  in  of  the 
harvest.  Other  of  our  old  friends  remain  with  us  finding  rest, 
and  we  hope  contentment  in  their  declining  years. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  mention  the  help  we  have  received 
from  the  purchases  of  all  sorts  of  food  stuffs  from  the  Retail 
Army  Supply  Stores  at  South  Boston,  and  we  can  testify  by 
actual  experience  to  the  good  food  provided  for  the  Army  and 
Navy,  both  here  and  overseas.  Sometimes  our  entire  meal 
is  supplied  from  this  source,  and  we  shall  be  sorry  indeed  when 
these  sales  come  to  an  end. 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  car¬ 
riage  orders  from  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  so  gener¬ 
ously  sent  us;  also  the  gifts  of  clothing  from  the  Boston  and 
Jamaica  Plain  branches  of  the  world-wide  Needlework  Guild, 
and  the  ice  cream  treats  and  fruit  and  cake  supplied  to  us  by 
different  members  of  our  Ladies  Aid  Association. 

The  motto  for  the  year  just  begun  must  still  be  the  old  war¬ 
time  slogan  “Carry  on”  and  “Over  the  Top,”  as  the  future 
well  being  and  growth  of  the  work  must  be  our  special  en¬ 
deavor;  the  past  is  gone  and  cannot  be  amended,  the  present 
is  only  for  the  moment,  the  future  must  be  our  goal  and  aspira¬ 
tion.

REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES’  AID  ASSOCIATION. 


The  past  year  has  been  an  uneventful  one  in  the  life  of 
the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  and  there  is  nothing  to  relate 
outside  of  what  will  be  found  in  Sister  Vera’s  Report  of  the 
Home.  It  seems  therefore  a  good  time  to  look  back  over 
our  life  as  an  Association  and  to  recall  some  facts  which  are 
of  interest  and  which  will  throw  light  on  our  work  today. 
St.  Monica’s  Home  was  established  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Mar¬ 
garet  who,  belonging  to  the  Church  of  England,  came  to  this 
country  and  founded  a  Branch  Sisterhood  in  the  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  Massachusetts.  Although  their  first  appeal  for 
work  among  the  Colored  people  brought  only  $165,  the  work 
was  begun  and  St.  Monica’s  Home  for  Sick  Colored  Women 
and  Children  came  into  being  at  79  Phillips  Street,  below 
Beacon  Hill,  in  February,  1888,  in  a  small  brick  building 
with  room  for  only  six  beds  and  a  kindergarten  class  for  tiny 
children.  In  1892  the  Home  was  moved  to  more  commodi¬ 
ous  quarters  at  45  Joy  Street;  and  later,  in  1904,  to  the  Wil¬ 
liam  Lloyd  Garrison  Homestead,  its  present  location.  In 
1902  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  was  formed  “To  stand  as 
a  friend  to  St.  Monica’s  Home  and  to  help  to  raise  funds  for 
its  support.”  Mrs.  John  Lowell  (then  Jr.)  was  the  first 
President,  and  among  the  original  members  who  are  serving 
today  are  Mrs.  Frederick  W.  Thayer,  Mrs.  Francis  C.  Fos¬ 
ter,  Mrs.  W.  Robinson  Cabot,  Miss  McIntosh  and  Miss 
Stone.  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Sturgis  was  Secretary  from  the  first 
meeting  until  her  death  in  1918.  The  earlier  meetings  were 
held  at  the  Home;  then  for  a  time  at  the  house  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent;  but  for  some  years  they  have  been  held  at  17  Louisburg 
Square,  the  home  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret.  The  re¬ 
ports  of  the  first  few  years  show  what  constant  anxiety  was 
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felt  by  the  Board  lest  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Home 
should  fall  short,  and  besides  the  Annual  Fair  in  the  autumn 
an  entertainment  was  generally  given  in  the  spring. 

In  1904  the  William  Lloyd  Garrison  Homestead  in  Rox- 
bury  was  purchased  and  partly  paid  for  by  the  sale  of  the 
Joy  Street  property,  but  a  large  mortgage  was  unavoidable 
and  it  was  a  burden  for  many  years.  In  1914  an  adjoining 
house  was  bought  as  it  was  necessary  to  protect  the  property 
and  also  provide  more  room  for  the  growing  family.  In  this 
house  there  is  sleeping  accommodation  for  the  workers  and 
a  small  chapel,  dedicated  by  Bishop  Lawrence,  which  serves 
as  a  centre  for  the  religious  life  of  the  household.  It  may  be 
well  to  say  that  there  is  no  religious  discrimination  as  to  the 
admission  of  patients  and  any  who  need  the  care  that  the 
Home  provides  are  freely  welcome.  What  the  Home  most 
needs  is  more  friends  who  can  be  counted  on  for  something 
definite  and  regular  in  the  way  of  help,  for  we  lose  many 
friends  each  year  by  death  and  removal  and  expenses  increase 
as  the  work  expands.  The  best  hope  of  any  charity  must 
always  be  annual  subscriptions ;  and  with  us  the  feature  of 
“One  day’s  support”  has  found  favor.  Five  hundred  dollars 
will  endow  the  support  for  one  day,  or  $20.00  may  be  given 
each  year  and  the  day  chosen  by  the  subscriber.  The  Ladies' 
Aid  bespeaks  the  good  will  of  each  person  who  reads  this  re¬ 
port  and  asks  that  they  inquire  about  the  needs  and  worth  of 
the  work  from  anyone  connected  with  the  management  or 
from  Bishop  Lawrence,  whose  foreword  on  the  cover  of  this 
report  insures  his  interest  and  appreciation.  A  visit  to  the 
Home  and  a  talk  with  the  Sister  in  charge  will,  we  are  sure, 
be  both  interesting  and  enlightening.

and  Children 

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and 
devises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s 
Home  for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s 
Home  Fund  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifica¬ 
tions  satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipula¬ 
tions  of  individual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devices. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually, 
and  to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or 
from  time  to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time 
to  time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In 
determining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home,  said  Trust 
Company  may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Mar¬ 
garet’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  any  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case 
for  any  reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect 
the  income  of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said 
Trust  Company  to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese 
of  Massachusetts  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  chosen  by 
the  Society  of  St.  Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Laws 
of  Massachusetts  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St. 
Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid  Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successors, 
if  any.
